For the better satisfac- 
tion of all parties, the spewch of the great 
Nelson is given in fall this week. (Let 
it not be mistaken for a moment that this 
is the Nelson of Trafalgar, but anc of im- 
mortal Tennesseean memory.) 

This speech seems intended to embody | 
the boiled down ideas of the opposing 
ces of polygamy, It was the summum- 
benum aad the climax. Aud upon its 
logic and eloquence,seemed to depend ina 
great measure the success of thie bill. 

It is neither within the compass of oor 
allo:ted time, nor space, to review closcly 
Mr. Nelson's speech. It may he sufli- 
cient to take a passing glance at it. 

Let us commence with the introduction 
of his resumed remarks; 

“I maintain thet there ia a manifest 
difference between the pawer of Cangress 
to interfere with the rights of property, 
and the right to declare an act crimiua! 
which was so declared by the law of 
God.” 

What tho learned gentleman's ideas of 
the law of God may be, or whence he de- 
rives them, we do not pretend to say. 
The lew of God is made, iu a general 
sense, the apology for everything that 
subserves the interests of political parties. 
Bat those political preachers of that 
great law, as 6 general thing, decluim 
without a text, Suppose we give them 
one or twa, and then tee how they agree. 
It would not be considered consistent with 
modern arguments to begiu with the 
Bible. Let ag begin with the rudimeutal 
authors of moderu law, and compare as 
we go along their arguments aud foundda- 
tions. Blackstone says; 

“Upon these two foundations, the Juw 
of nature and the Jaw of revelation, de- 
pend all human laws;that is to say, no 
human laws should be saffered to contra- 
dict these.” 

The law of nature tells ite own story on 
the wild prairies or in the domesticated 
circle of the farm-yard. It is an open 
volame, and may be read by the most un- 
lettered. It is, however, a very indefi- 
nite law, as defined by jurists generally. 
Upon the basis of the law of nature, 
Deiste, Atheists, and Infidels of every 
class repose their claims to superiority. 

They are all, in their own estimation, in 
the right, aud wrong according to the in- 
terpretations of thelr opponents. Nature 
is what God produced it, and its laws 
are governed by reason. A wider field 
is therein open than we are now disposed 
toenteron. We would not dread the 
issue of the contest on that field; but the 
great harpstring played upon scems to be 
the Law or Gop. 

In what particular code of tho Great 
Law-Giver, whom Blackstone and all our 
learned jurists have adopted as their 
standards, the anti-polyzamic statute has 
found a precedent, we are ut a loss to iu- 
form our readers.
